This repor-t 
came from sources that can be safely 
depended upon as reliable and though 
not absolutely confirmed, is undoubt- 
edly correct.

for some time that the big deal was 
on and that an agreement as to the 
terms was all that stood between the 
sale of the road. 
It is reported also 


that it was not until yesterday morn- 
ing that all details were finally agreed 
upon. 


For the past few days Superintendent

on important business the nature of 
which cannot be 
definitely 
learned. 


Traffic Manager Ardery is therefore in 
charge of the road. 
Mr. Ardery was

a position to do either.
